A brl^t^  oblong  shaped  light  above  Bald  SagpLa  Hidga  drav  137 
attention*  1 oonmanted  to  bqt  husband  that  It  lockad  IDca  a 
giant  light  vhloh  would  have  to  ba  atop  a tower*  Crag,  ay  3on^ 
looked  and  said  that  ha  believed  it  was  a very  large  star*  The
